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Cont. of 7. Claims 1-2 have been amended to correct certain informalities and typographical errors. Claim 5 has been canceled. Claims 
1-4, 6 and 8 are rejected under Decarolis '057 in view of Caldwell '847 and Decarolis '057 in view of Quenot '107 respectively. Claim 7 is 
rejected under Decarolis '057 in view of Caldwell '847, and further in view of Lin '916; and Decarolis '057 in view of Quenot '107, and 
further in view of Lin '916 respectively. 

Cont. of 1 1 . Applicant's remarks filed on 1 1/1 6/07 are not persuasive with respect to claims 1-4 and 6-8. Applicant argues that the 
reference of Decarolis '057 does not teach a spiral sping assembly and a second heave turnable together about an axis. Applicant refers 
to the reference number 72 of Decarolis '057 as a spring assembly which cannot turn together with the second sheave about an axis. As 
clearly identified in the Previous Office Action, a reference number "80" was used to identify a spring assembly rather than the reference 
number "72", which turns together with a second sheave 86 about an axis. Applicant also argues that the references of Caldwell and 
Quenot do not teach a spiral assembly and a second sheave turnable together about an axis. The references of Caldwell and Quenot 
were related to the concept of using a flexible belt rather than the spiral spring assembly. Furthermore, the remarks to the reference of 
Qilian is irrelevant at this point since applicant's claims are still rejected under the references of Decarolis '057, Caldwell '847, Quenot '107 
and Lin '91 6. 
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
